ON JUNE 29, AS A COURTESY , 
THE CHARGE INFORMED THE DEPUTY DIRECTOR OF 
CONSULAR DEPARTMENT PENG KEYU THAT A CONSULAR 
OFFICER WAS ENROUTE TO URUMQI IN ORDER TO BE 
PREPARED TO TRAVEL ON TO HORGAS SO AS TO BE IN 
POSITION WHEN CONSULAR ACCESS TO HARRY WU WAS 
GRANTED . URUMQI, YINING, AND HORGAS ARE ALL 
OPEN AREAS . SHORTLY AFTER ARRIVING IN HORGAS,

TAMUSUN DASHI ALREADY THERE? SUGGEST THIS GUIDANCE
